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o will be able to monopolize national and regional programming such as sports and
entertainment events through exclusive arrangements;

o will exploit its monopoly power and unfairly compete with other media for national
advertising by offering artificially low (subsidized) advertising rates; and

o will cross-subsidize its offering of new services and unfairly compete with local radio
stations through its monopolization of the only national multi-channel, mobile, radio
service in the country.

The proposed attempt to create a government-sanctioned monopoly will severely harm
consumers, musicians, broadcasters and the public if it is allowed to go through. The Wisconsin
Broadcasters Association stands ready to assist you in opposing this merger.
